University 
funding 
cut again 

O Tuition increases capped at 3% for now 


The provincial government is offer¬ 
ing universities a $2 5-million olive 
branch to reduce operating costs 
while cutting their funding by three 
per cent. 

Advanced Education Minister 
Marilyn More revealed Thursday 
Nova Scotia’s 11 universities will 
receive $324 million from the 
province in 2012-2013. 

That’s a cut of three per cent to 
universities’ operating grant over 
2011-2012, and a seven per cent cut 
over the last two years. 

“I don’t deny that difficult deci¬ 
sions will have to be made, but 
there are opportunities here,” said 
More. 

One such opportunity is a new 
three-year, $2 5-million fund to sup¬ 
port projects that cut operational 
costs. Universities will compete 
amongst themselves for that fund¬ 
ing, presenting business cases to 
the Department of Labour and 


Advanced Education. 

The funding announcement was 
part of a new three-year memo¬ 
randum of understanding between 
the universities and the provincial 
government. In a departure from 
past practice, the government is 
not including funding levels for all 
three years. 

Tuition hikes will be capped at 
three per cent, pending a govern¬ 
ment-led review of tuition policy. 
When that review will be complete 
is not clear. 

“Students are going to shoulder 
these cuts in two ways: one, they’re 
going to pay more, and, two, they’re 
going to see larger class sizes, 
they’re going to see fewer classes 
taught by full-time faculty ... and 
they’re going to see declines in the 
services that universities are able to 
provide,” said Mark Coffin of the 
Alliance of Nova Scotia Students

thing happens, we have 
that trust.” 

Sailors were preparing 
for their departure by load¬ 
ing up the ship on Thurs¬ 
day.

Man gets 8 years after son’s death 


An Indian Brook man was 
sentenced on Thursday to 
eight years in custody fol¬ 
lowing the death of his 
three-year-old son. 

James Joseph Peter-Paul, 
29, entered a guilty plea to 
a charge of manslaughter 
during an appearance in 
Shubenacadie provincial 
court Thursday morning. 

Three-year-old Matthew 
James Raymond Peter-Paul 


was rushed to the Colch¬ 
ester Regional Hospital on 
Oct. 1, 2010. The RCMP re¬ 
ceived a call that night 
about a child in cardiac ar¬ 
rest. Matthew died in the 
hospital a few hours later. 

The court heard 
Matthew died of a rup¬ 
tured pancreas caused by 
blunt-force trauma to the 
abdominal wall. The boy 
also suffered blunt-force 


trauma to both sides of the 
head, bruising on his face 
and head, and a fractured 
leg. 

Peter-Paul, who cried 
throughout the hearing 
but declined to speak, was 
charged with second-de¬ 
gree murder in May 2011. 
That charge was with¬ 
drawn and replaced with 
the manslaughter charge.

No N.S. support for convention-centre tenants 


The provincial government 
is not considering support 
to attract potential tenants 
to Joe Ramia’s Nova Centre. 

Economic and Rural De¬ 
velopment Minister Percy 
Paris said Thursday he was¬ 
n’t aware of any planned 
support for the project be¬ 
yond one-third of the con¬ 
vention centre’s capital 
costs. 

“I’m not aware of any¬ 


thing that we are doing to 
promote tenants for that 
project,” Paris said. 

While the three levels of 
government came together 
to give funding for the con¬ 
vention centre, the project 
still hinges on whether or 
not Ramia can find tenants 
to populate a planned fi¬ 
nancial centre. When the 
federal government came 
on board to the project last 


Plan B 


Developer Joe Ramia has 
two alternate plans for the 
site, neither of which 
include a convention 
centre component. 

August, Ramia told Metro 
he hoped to have tenants 
lined up by mid-November. 
When contacted on Dec. 


14, Ramia had no comment 
as to potential tenants, or 
when Rank Inc. will make a 
final decision on the proj¬ 
ect. 

Bill Estabroolcs, Minister 
of Transportation and Infra¬ 
structure Renewal, said the 
project will be a priority for 
him in 2012. But it’s un¬ 
clear what tools are at the 
government’s disposal at 
this point. 


“We have regular con¬ 
tact through my staff with 
Mr. Ramia, and we’re going 
to continue to do that,” Es- 
tabroolcs said Thursday. 

He said there have not 
been requests for support, 
such as payroll rebates, to 
the cabinet table. He added 
Ramia has not requested 
any assistance during his 
hunt for tenants.

A father’s explanation that 
his baby daughter’s brain 
injuries may have been the 
result of a change in formu¬ 
la or a decision to take her 
outside in a stroller were 
“completely ridiculous,” 
the Crown said Thursday. 

Ashiqur Rahman has 
pleaded not guilty to 
manslaughter and aggra¬ 
vated assault in the July 27, 
2009, death of seven-weelc- 
old Aurora Breakthrough. 

Crown lawyer Mark 
Heerema asked Rahman 
why he told a doctor before 
her death that a change in 
formula, the mother’s 
rocking of the baby and her 
decision to take the child 
outside in a stroller may 
have caused Aurora’s brain 
damage. 

“Aren’t those three ex¬ 
planations completely 
ridiculous?” Heerema 
asked. 


Rahman, 26, said he was 
simply trying to come up 
with possibilities that 
might help the doctor and 
it was all he could think of 
on the day Aurora was ad¬ 
mitted to a Halifax hospi¬ 
tal. 

“I gave whatever infor¬ 
mation I could,” he said. “I 
didn’t know whether it 
would be useful to him.” 

Aurora died three days 
later. 

Heerema told the Nova 
Scotia Supreme Court that 
Rahman offered the expla¬ 
nations because he knew 
his rough handling of the 
child caused the injuries, 
an accusation Rahman has 
repeatedly denied in his 
testimony. 

His former girlfriend, 
Jane Gomes, has testified 
she saw Rahman shake and 
slap the baby on two sepa¬ 
rate occasions. 


The trial has also heard 
medical evidence from the 
province’s medical examin¬ 
er that Aurora died due to 
“non-accidental trauma.” 

The court has also heard 
testimony from a pediatric 
pathologist who said Auro¬ 
ra had tears in her brain tis¬ 
sue caused by trauma that 
occurred more than two 
weeks before her death. 

Outside court, Heerema 


said the Crown tried to 
show inconsistencies in 
Rahman’s testimony. 

“Credibility is an impor¬ 
tant consideration in a 
criminal trial,” Heerema 
said. “Many of the ques¬ 
tions were intended to 
show that perhaps the 
court may not find him to 
be credible in his version of 
events.”

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Hang Mubarak: Prosecutors 


Prosecutors on Thursday 
called for Hosni Mubarak to 
be hanged, saying he bore 
full responsibility for the 
killing of some 800 protest¬ 
ers during the uprising 
against him, in a courtroom 
moment unthinkable bare¬ 
ly a year ago when the long¬ 
time leader held 

unquestioned power. 

The demand for the 
death penalty at the 83- 
year-old former president’s 
trial played to the wide¬ 
spread resentment of 


Mubarak among Egyptians 
who hoped that punish¬ 
ment for his oppressive 
rule would be the fruit of 
the Arab Spring. 

But some activists are 
skeptical the sentence 
would ever be carried out if 
he is convicted. A convic¬ 
tion would be followed by a 
possibly lengthy appeals 
process, and Egypt’s new 
rulers — the military — 
have the power to veto a 
death sentence. 

Mubarak has been 


brought to every hearing 
since Aug. 3 on a hospital 
gurney, wheeled into the 
courtroom cage. 

Prosecutor Mustafa 
Khater gave a speech de¬ 
manding the death penalty 
for Mubarak, former Interi¬ 
or Minister Habib el-Adly 
and four police command¬ 
ers. “Retribution is the solu¬ 
tion. Any fair judge must 
issue a death sentence for 
these defendants,” said 
Khater, one of five prosecu¬ 
tors.

Early retirement? 
Better think again 

O Average Canadian worker wants to retire by 61, 
while 25- to 30-year-olds aim for age 59, study found 


Canadians appear to be on 
a collision course with 
harsh reality when it comes 
to their increasingly unreal¬ 
istic expectations for retir¬ 
ing early and comfortably. 

With the underfunding 
in pension plans and rising 
household debt, a new TD 
Bank survey suggests Cana¬ 
dians haven’t adjusted their 
retirement notions. 

“Early retirement is only 
achievable if you take steps 
needed to get there,” said 
Cynthia Caskey of TD Wa¬ 
terhouse. 

The online survey of 
1,006 shows six in 10 Cana¬ 
dians have less than 
$100,000 in household as¬ 
sets, not counting any 
home equity, while 16 per 
cent have no assets at all. It 
also found that 44 per cent 
of respondents believe they

The changes won’t come 
without risk, Defence Secre¬ 
tary Leon Panetta said. But 
he called it inevitable. 

At the Pentagon, Obama 
said the U.S. is “turning a 
page” after having killed 
Osama bin Laden, with¬ 
drawn troops from Iraq and 
begun to wind down the 
war in Afghanistan. He out¬ 
lined a vision for the future 
that some Republican law¬ 
makers quickly dubbed 
wrong-headed. 

“Our military will be 
leaner, but the world must 
know the United States is 
going to maintain our mili¬ 
tary superiority,” Obama

will have debt when they 
retire, and 13 per cent said 
their debt will be signifi¬ 
cant.

The Halifax Mooseheads 
bolstered their defence 
corps with some local tal¬ 
ent on Thursday, but it 
cost them a popular veter¬ 
an.

Desjardins to the Quebec 
Remparts for 18-year-old 
defenceman Brendan

picks. 

The Mooseheads landed 
the Remparts’ first-round 
pick in 2012 while surren¬ 
dering two second-round 
picks in 2012. It is also ex¬ 
pected the teams will 
swap more picks at the 
draft in June, with the 
Mooseheads getting a 
2013 second-rounder for a 
2013 third-rounder. 

Desjardins spent three- 
and-a-half years with the 
Mooseheads, winning the 
team’s Fans’ Choice Award 
in 2010.

Visentin 
shines in 
bronze game 

O Canadian goaltender ‘proud’ of 
3rd-place finish in WJC tournament 


He may have had a medal 
of a lesser colour around 
his neck, but Mark 
Visentin could talk about 
his performance with 
pride this time. 

The goaltender was the 
feel-good story in Canada’s 
bronze-medal win at the 
world junior hockey cham¬ 
pionship Thursday in Cal¬ 
gary. 

Visentin stopped a 
penalty shot in the second 
period, executed a behind- 
the-baclc glove save in the 
third period and made 27 
saves in a 4-0 shutout of 
Finland. 

Visentin was in goal in 
last year’s final in Buffalo, 
N.Y., where Russia scored 
five times in the third peri¬ 
od to beat Canada 5-3 for 
gold. 

While Visentin wasn’t 
entirely to blame for Cana¬ 
da’ collapse there, he’s had 
to wear it for a year. The 
Niagara IceDog was con¬ 
stantly reminded of it as 
the tournament ap¬ 
proached. 

“Our best player was 
Mark Visentin who played 
outstanding and made big 
saves in each period,” said 


head coach Don Hay. “I’m 
really happy for Mark and 
what he’s gone through 
from last year’s tourna¬ 
ment.” 

Down three players due 
to injuries and a suspen¬ 
sion, the short-staffed 
Canadian team had to dig 
into its reserves and need¬ 
ed a big game from 
Visentin. 

“Obviously it’s disap¬ 
pointing we couldn’t play 
for gold this year,” 
Visentin said. “You know 
what? We wouldn’t have 
been satisfied with fourth 
place. 

“I’m not going to say 
we’re satisfied with 
bronze, but I’m still proud 
of having a bronze medal 
in my hand, and when I 
look at in 30 years I’ll be 
proud of it and hopefully I 
can show my kids.” 

Quinton Howden scored 
two goals while Tanner 
Pearson and Mark 
Scheifele had the others 
before 18,595 spectators, 
including Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper. 

Finland’s Sami Ait- 
tolcallio stopped 40 shots.

The Ottawa Senators are 
assured of having at least 
four familiar faces on the 
ice when they host the 
NHL all-star game this 
month. 

Defenceman Erik Karls¬ 
son led all vote-getters in 
fan balloting, and captain 
Daniel Alfredsson and fel¬ 
low forwards Milan 
Michalelc and Jason Spezza 
also were elected for the 
game on Jan. 29. 

The NHL said Thursday 
they will be joined by 
Toronto defenceman Dion 
Phaneuf and Boston Bruins 
goalie Tim Thomas in this 
year’s game. 

The four Senators hold 
the top four spots on the 


club’s scoring list, with 
Spezza leading the way 
with 40 points — three 
more than Karlsson. How¬ 
ever, Karlsson topped

Michalelc got his spot with 
a late rush, beating out 
Toronto’s Phil Kessel by 
42,144 votes. Kessel had 
been in line to be voted in 
during the election period. 

“It’s great, obviously, to 
see all four of us getting 
in,” Alfredsson said. “You 
look at Jason, Erik, and Mi¬ 
lan, too, they’ve had great 
starts to the season.

To be able 
to all get in when it is in 
Ottawa, it’s going to be a 
special occasion for all of 
us and something we’ll 
cherish forever, I’m sure.”

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Burke bemoans lack of fighting in the NHL 


“I wonder about the accountability in 
our game and the notion that players 
would stick up for themselves and for 
each other.” 


Brian Burke is struggling 
to come to grips with the 
evolution of hockey. 

On a day when the 
Toronto Maple Leafs gen¬ 
eral manager sent en¬ 
forcer Colton Orr to the 
American Hockey League, 
he bemoaned the fact 
there doesn’t appear to be 
much need for players 
like him in today’s game. 

Long a proponent of 


rough-and-tumble hockey, 
Burke now presides over a 
Leafs team that is built 
largely on speed and skill. 
The sport in general has 
trended in that direction 
since the lockout and it’s 
come with a few other de¬ 
velopments Burke finds 
troubling. 

“If you want a game 
where guys can cheap- 
shot people and not face

retribution, I’m not sure 
that’s a healthy evolu¬ 
tion,” he said Thursday at 
an impromptu media con¬ 
ference. “The speed of the 
game, I love how the 


game’s evolved in terms 
of how it’s played. But 
you’re seeing where there 
is no accountability, this 
is the byproduct — is peo¬ 
ple running around that 


won’t back it up.” 

According to numbers 
provided by the NHL, 
fighting is down signifi¬ 
cantly this season. 
Through play Wednesday, 
there was an average of 
0.8 fighting majors per 
game compared with 1.2 
at the same point last 
year. 

“To me, it’s a danger¬ 
ous turn in our game,” 


Burke said. 

The Leafs found them¬ 
selves in the bottom third 
of NHL teams in that cate¬ 
gory with just 13 total 
fighting majors before fac¬ 
ing Winnipeg on Thurs¬ 
day night. 

The New York Rangers 
were tops with 31 while 
the Detroit Red Wings 
were last with six.
